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A subscriber. writes: 

“Will it pay to feed any grain to my 
dairy cows while they are running on 
good grass pasture? I mean the ones 
I am milking. I have a hand separ- 
ator and sell my cream to the cream 
ery. Will the grain make any differ- 
ence in the amount of butter fat?” 

When cows are on flush pastures it 
will not as a pay to feed grain 
in addition, and certainly not this 
year with grain as high as it is. The 
experiments which we have been able 
to find indicate that the grain will 
slightly increase the flow of milk, 
about a pound of milk to a pound of 
grain, but this year the pound of grain 
is worth more than the pound of milk. 
The grain will have no appreciable 
effect upon the quality of the milk. 

It must be understood that the 
above applies to feeding grain on flush 
pastures only. If the grass is short 
and the cows can not fill up on it then 
t will probably pay to feed small 
quantities of grain, and especially if 
it is intended to keep the cows iu 
milk until winter. During the hot 
weather of July and August which we 
always have in this latitude it will 
pay to feed either grain or some soil- 
ing crop. The important thing is to 
keep up the milk flow through the 
trying season. If the cows are allowed 
to go back it is both difficult and ex- 
pensive to bring them up to their 
milk again. It sometimes pays to 
stand a present loss for the sake of a 
greater future profit.

BROME GRASS. 


A correspondent of Kansas City, 
Mo., writes us to know whether we 
would advise him to sow brome grass 
for permanent pasture in that locality. 


This leads us to discuss the place 
which brome grass properly occupies 
in the pastures of the west. It will 
grow weil in Missouri and might be 
profitable as a seed crop for sale in 
séctions between the 96th and 99th 
meridians; that is, in central Kansas, 
Nebraska and central and western 


Dakota. We would 
not, however, recommend it as a pas- 
ture for Missouri because blue grass, 
clover and timothy will grow well in 
that section and a pasture of these is 
to be preferred to one of brome grass 
In other words, brome grass. will 
thrive where these will not, and where 
these thrive in any section of the 
country there is nothing better for a 
permanent pasture. 

A permanent pasture can be readily 
secured in any part of Missouri north 


North and South 


of the Missouri river and in some 
parts south of it in two or three ways. 
One way would be to take land in 
corn, harvest it, and drill in winter 
wheat of some improved variety im- 


mediately after the corn is removed. 


The next spring sow mammoth and 
common red clover, timothy and blue 
grass in the usual proportions, har- 


rowing the clover and timothy in on 
the wheat as soon as the ground wilt 
work nicely in the spring and sowing 





the blue grass immediately after the 
harrow. The only thing to be feared 
by that method is the lodging of the 
wheat, and where this is probable, 
which is only on the richest kind of 
land, one could make an absolutely 
sure thing by simply sowing and har- 
rowing the ground in the spring and 
giving the grasses the full use of the 
land. Farmers in central Missouri 
tell us that in this way they can se- 
cure a very good pasture from Aug- 
ust onward. 

Another very good way would be to 
sow the land in rye in the fall for 
fall pasture, taking care not to pasture 
it in that section when the ground 
was wet, then in the spring sow and 
harrow in the grass seeds as above 
recommended and pasture the rye 
crop, preferably with hogs or yearling 
steers. 

Another method would be to take 
oats or wheat stubble, plow it as soon 
as possible after the crop is removed, 
narrow once a week until the usual 
time for sowing the wheat, then sow 
and follow with the clover and tim- 
othy as above recommended. 

There will not be much appearance 
of blue grass, even if the seed is good, 
which is only once in a while, until 
about the second or third year, when 
the blue grass will take the place of 
the clover and timothy. About every 
third year clover seed should be disked 
into the blue grass sod sq as to renew 
the clover and thus maintain the 
nitrogen in the soil which can be done 
better with clover than in any other 
way. Where clover can not for any 
reason be grown, then the cowpea 
should take its place in Missouri.

Where it appears in but small 
patches, we know of no better way 
than to mow it off before the seeds 
ripen, which, unfortunately, will be 
before this reaches our readers, and 
cover the ground with salt, as sug- 
gested in the communication referred 


te. Where it has taken the field, the 
best thing probably would be to plow 
it up and put it through the ordinary 
farm rotation; one or two crops of 
corn, then oats or winter wheat, then 
back to grass. Where there is only 
a spot here and there, it would be a 
very good thing to salt the cattle on 
these spots. Where a large amount 
of salt is required, it would be much 
cheaper to buy the refuse salt from 
the packing houses. 

If any of our readers have a better 
way of dealing with this pest, we 
would be glad to hear from them. 


A CHAT WITH MISSOURI SUB- 
SCRIBERS. 


We have recently been traveling 
through central and northern Mis- 
yuri, a state with which we have 


had heretofore but very little personal 
knowledge, our trips through it ir 
previous years having been mainly in 
the night for purpose of reach- 
ing Kansas City or St. Louis. There 
are some things down there which we 
can not understand. 

First, we would like to know 
ninety-nine out of one hundred 
appear to drill their corn 
than check it. We have been watch- 
ing this somewhat closely from the 
train and in trips by private convey- 
ance through the state and we have 
seen so far but one field of checked 
corn. Why is this? We have asked 
Missouri farmers why and they tell 
us that they can gpow more corn by 
drilling than by checking. This prob- 
lem has been thoroughly worked out 
at a number of the experiment sta- 
tions and the result is that there is 
no difference worth mentioning. We 
sometimes drill corn, but it is only 
where the corn is late, the land new 
and not weedy. Our reason for check- 
ing corn is mainly that we can work 
it both ways and thus keep the weeds 
in complete subjection. 

Missouri farmers, so far as we have 
been able to see, do not keep the weeds 
in subjection. They have velvet weed 
and a species of horse nettle, and

illum, or a variety of wild barley. In

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and milkweed, and it does seem to us 
that if they would check their corn 
and work it both ways they would 
have cleaner and better corn. We do 
not wish-to criticise Missouri farmers 
unduly. There may be reasons not 
apparent to us why they prefer drilling 
to checking. What we desire is to 
know why they do this. We can not 
grow corn on our own farms in that 
way unless we had land comparatively 
free from weeds. 

We would like to know another 
thing and that is why they generally 
seem to adopt deep culture rather 
than shallow, or ridged rather than 
level. There may be a reason for this, 
too, but if there is any country in the 
world where it seems to us level cul- 
tivation would pay the biggest sort 
of returns, it is in the heavy soils 
of ecarbeniferous formation in that 
state. The Missouri farmers seem to 
be afraid of dry weather on account 
of their experience last year, but why 
do they waste moisture as we_ see 
them wasting it in the most extrava- 
gant manner by allowing their lands 


to lie uncultivated after the rains 
without attempting to preserve the 


dust mulch? 


As above stated. there may be rea- 
sons for all this, but we want our 
Missouri readers to help us out and 


give us the reasons. Only in this way 
can we help them to the best advan- 
tage. 


CANADA PEAS IN MINNESOTA 
AND WISCONSIN. 

Quite a number of our readers this 
spring are moving to the cut-over 
timber country of Minnesota and Wis- 
consin. We make a suggestion. The 
Canada pea would be used much more 
generally in the latitude of northern 
Iowa, and even in southern Iowa, than 
it is now if it were not for the high 
price of seed. We are satisfied that 
the cut-over timber lands of northern 
Wisconsin and Minnesota will grow 
Canada peas quite as well as Canada 
itself. All these northern latitudes 
are peculiarly adapted to the growth 
of this pea. Why not, therefore, 
when their lands have been cleared 
out, make it a business to grow peas 
for sale to the farmers living farther 
south? 

We have not investigated the yield 
or the cost per acre, but we are satis- 
fied that as much, at least, or more 
clear money can be made in growing 
peas in a section of country to which 
they are adopted than by growing 
altogether corn in a country to which 
it is not specially adapted. 

We have no instructions to give as 
to the method of culture. We are 
simply asking them to think about 
it and get ready for business next 
year. 


HELP US OUT, BOYS. 
Last spring, when farmers all over 
the country were in doubt as to the 
vitality of seed corn, we appealed to 


the boys to test their fathers’ corn 
and report to us. It did not take the 
boys long to demonstrate to the old 
folks and all other folks that where 


corn was at all well cared for it had 
a high percentage of germination and, 
hence, there was no need whatever for 
any alarm about the failure of the 
seed corn to grow this year. 

We now ask the boys to help us 
again; this time to demonstrate to 
their fathers and their neighbors ana 
the whole western country, the extent 
of the ravages of the smut in oats, 
winter wheat and spring wheat. It 
may be a little late in the southern 
part of the country to determine the 
percentage of the smut in winter 
wheat, but if the boys will give us a 
half an hour of their time they will be 
able to do the public a great service 
by ascertaining the amount of smut 
in the oats and spring wheat on their 
fathers’ farms. Will you do it, boys? 

Take an ordinary hoop, whether of 


a butter tub, bucket or any other 
kind, and go out into the field, hold 
up this hoop, and let it drop encir- 
cling a little bunch of grain.. Then 


carefully count all the stalks of grain 
within the hoop and put the number 


down in your note book. Then look 
carefully through and see how many 
smutted heads of wheat or oats are 


within the hoop, and divide the whole 
number of stalks into the number that 
are smutted. This will give you the 
per cent of smutted stalks. Do this in 
three different places in the same field 
and average the per cents thus found. 
In this way you can determine how 
much your father has lost by not 
treating his oats for smut and how 
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much he has lost by the smut 
wheat.

GUESSES AT THE TRUTH. 


It is a somewhat singular that 
nearly all the great inventions and 
discoveries have been guessed by some 
fellow long before the men who are 
credited with their discoveries were 
born. It is generally supposed, for 
instance, that the discovery that 
clover and other legumes obtained 
theiy nitrogen from the atmosphere 
was made by Messrs. Welfarth and 
Helriegel in the 80’s. Some man who 


has been looking up the matter finds 
that Sir Humphrey Davy guessed this 
sixty years before, and 
follows: 


quotes him as 


“Peas and beans, for instance, in 
all instances seem well adapted to 
prepare the ground for wheat rey 
contain, aS appears from analysis, a 


small quantity of a matter analogous 


to albumen, but it seems that the azote 
(the old name tor nitrogen), which 
forms a constituent part of this mat- 


ter, is derived from the atmosphere. 
The dry bean leaf when burned yields 
a smell approaching to that of decom- 
posing animal matter, and in its de- 
cay in the soil may furnish prin- 
ciples capable of becoming a part of 
the gluten of wheat.” 

The fact that peas and beans al- 
ways did well after clover was noted 
by Virgil in his poems on agriculture. 


Why it was so puzzled agricultural 
students for nearly two thousand 
years. Sir Humphrey Davy guessed 
that these plants obtained nitrogen 
from the atmosphere. What made 
him think so was that the dry bean 
leaf when burnt smelt like decom- 


posing animal matter, always rich in 
nitrogen. The discovery of the scien- 
tists above mentioned was not merely 
that it did obtain the nitrogen from 
the atmosphere, but by means in some 
way not yet determined through the 
germ life in the tubercules or nodules 
on the roots. Sir Humphrey Davy 
went as far as any man could until 
the invention of powerful microscopes 
and by their means the discovery ol 
the large place which th 
der of plant and animal 
agricultural operations.

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A MATTER OF CROPS. 


We are asked almost every day in 
week how long these good times

tell us the truth. We do not expect

that. Nevertheless, it is a matter of 
vital interest to every farmer, and Le 
is not only obliged to form an opin- 


ion but to act upon that opinion: 
therefore, it is possible that our view 
of the matter may interest at least 
some of our readers. 

Our opinion is that for a year to 
come it is simply a matter of crops. 
A crop failure this year over a con- 
siderable portion of the United States, 
especially the west, would, in our 
judgment, precipitate a panic. A 
bumper crop will delay that panic and 
period of depression which is coming 
as surely as the years come. We give 
our reasons for this opinion. 

For several years past we have had 
booming times. By this we do noi 
mein times when every man has made 
money, but times of generally advanc- 
ing prices, partly as in the case of 
fat cattle and hogs on account of the 
partial failure of the corn crop last 
partly because of the South 
African war and the war in China 
involving an unusual consumption. 
and partly because there has been ful! 
employment of labor at generally a.i- 
yancing prices. Two other causes 
however, have conspired to advance 
prices; the one the increased world’s 
output of gold, thus increasing the 
stock of real money, increasing the 
supply of credit money which is 
based on it, and thus cheapening the 
value of all money; in other werds, 
requiring more of it to buy the same 
product. Another reason for this 
great advance in prices has been the 
enormous amount of speculation part- 
ly in the way of selling the stocks «f 
corporations. 

It is in this last feature that the 
element of danger lies. The men wh? 
manage these large corporations have 
borrowed to the extent of the capac- 
ity of the American banks to supply 
and notwithstanding the _ so-called 
balance of trade in our favor have 
been borrowing excessively in Euro- 
pean markets. Anything, therefore, 
which would cause a decrease in che 
exports of the United States would 
tend to produce first loss of confidence 
and the capacity to extend loans, and 
second distrust, then there will be a 
failure of some great corporation and 
then a financial panic: 

The exports of the United States 
are mainly of three classes: agricl- 
tural products, mineral products and 
manufactured products. There has 
been a decline in the last six months 
in the value of manufactured prod 
ucts, chiefly iron and steel. In fact 
we are now importing both of these 
from Europe. The exports of corn 
have fallen almost to nothing. while 
the exports of manufacturers other 
than iron and steel have about main- 
tained the former volume. This is 
likely to continue, but as the great 
bulk of our exports are the products 
of the farm either directly or in the 
form of packing. house products, the 
prosperity of the country depends now 
and for a year to come on the mag- 
nitude of the crop that is now grow- 
ing. 

In another week, or soon after the 
Fourth of July, we will know the 
amount of our crop of winter wheat. 
In fact, barring the danger from rust 
and lodging, this crop is practically 
made, and with an average yield per 
acre of spring wheat promises to be 
about 600,000,000 bushels of winter 
and spring wheat combined or about 
140,000,000 less than the combined 
crop this year. It is follv to estimate 
the spring wheat crop. We know only 
this that it is a couple of million 
acres short in acreage and that much 
of it is sown late: hence, it is not safe 
to figure on much more than an aver- 
age. 

The corn crop and the cotton crop 
are the two great crops of the United 
States. While we have no informa 
tion on the cotton crop. the prosnect 
for the corn crop may he said to he 
hot only fair but up to date very goo? 
While we can bank with a reasonahle 
certainty on the crop of corn ea~* of 
the Missouri and for a hundred miles 
West of it. no man can be safe in maic- 
ing any predictions on the magnitn4e

dous development which has marked 
the course of this prosperity, we have 
borrowed heavily, as the governmert 
reports on the conditions of foreign 
exchange demonstrates. Foreign bank- 
ers and our own loaned us the funds 
to carry out these extensive plans of 
varying kinds and different scopes 
and were competent for, prosperity 
continued. It is now ‘up to the United 
States’ to begin to make good. In 
a measure we have given a hostage 
to fortune in our crops. If they fail 
us, little mercy will be shown. It is 
folly to say that our manufactured 
exports will be sufficient to pay the 
debts owed abroad in this courtr’. 
It will be the natural wealth taken 
from the soil, the mine, the forest and 
the sea which will be necessary *9 
pa; our obligations.” 

It will be seen from the above that 
after all men who study finances most 
carefully see very clearly that the 
prosperity of country does not depen? 
On corporations or manufactures. bur 
on the farm. The prosperity of the 
country stands or falls with the pros- 
perity of the farm. The time was 
when the farmer depended on the 
manufacturer, on the laborer at home 
to consume his crop, and the tran:- 
porter to carry it to him. He has 
now the world for a market and the 
manufacturer and transporter are e- 
pendent on the farmer for the mea:- 
ure of their prosperity. 


CATTLE VS. SUMMER BOARDERS. 


Our contemporary, The American 
Cultivator, of Boston, has in a recent 
issue a couple of paragraphs whic! 
interest us. The first is as follows: 

“The high price of cattle is leading 
many of our New England farmers 
to raise calves and to use more steers 
and oxen on the farm; and, in fact 
to be in line to have more cattle to 
sell year by year. * * * Nothing 
seems to be such clear gain as turn- 
ing off a pair or two of fat cattle 
every year. * * * Nothing seems 
to improve the farm faster than in- 
creased attention to the producing of 
beef and raising the necessary fodder 
crops and grain crops.”  ., 

Then immediately follows another 
paragraph of which the following is 
the opening sentence: 

“Though repeated a thousand times, 
yet it is still true that the summer 
boarder is perhaps the best crop the 
New England farmer, properly situ- 
ated, can cultivate.” 

No doubt the summer boarder 
brings in the most money and while 
doing so impresses upon the minds of 
the young people the great importance 
of getting off the farm and accumu- 
lating means enough to be able in 
two or three years to be a summer 
boarder at the old home or a similar 
one. What the New England farmers 
need is to get back the available fer 
tility of their lands, and with this 
énd in view one steer is worth a 
good many summer boarders. The 
trouble with New England is not that 
its land has lost its original fertility. 
We are told that chemical analyses 
of these soils show that they are as 
rich in potash, phosphoric acid, ana 
nitrogen as they ever were. 

Why, tnen, are these farms aban- 
doned? The immediate cause is be- 
cause they have lost the humus or 
partially decayed vegetable matter in 
the soil. They have lost that because 
the farmers have been selling off 
not merely the grain but hay and 
straw and every sort of vegetable 
matter to the towns and cities. The 
feeding of live stock, by which alone 
it is possible to obtain the humus 
supply anu hence the available fer 
tility, has been abandoned, and while 
the real fertility may be as much 
as ever, although unavailable, it will 
not be possible to make it available, 
except by the restoration of the supply 
of humus and this is best done by 
the feeding of live stock. Unfortu- 
nately. the beef trust by turning the 
New England butchers into cutters, 
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thus destroying the home market for 
cattle, has done much more than peo- 
ple realize to destroy the agriculture 
of New England. 

The summer boarders are all right 
for present profit, but the revival of 
New England agriculture must come 
through the beef steer and his sister, 
the dairy cow. 





BARBED WIRES ON TELEPHONE 
POSTS. 


A Cuming county, Nebraska, cor- 
respondent writes us that farmers in 
that section are attaching barbed 
wires to telephone posts set three 
feet from the line, and asks us wheth- 
er they will be liable for damages to 
horses that are driven into them at 
night. 

We are not familiar with the Neb- 
raska fence law. It occurs to us, how- 
ever, that they would not be liable 
provided that there was no restriction 
ou the right of way. Remember that 
each farmer owns half the road along 
his line, buys it when he buys his 
farm, sells it when he sells his farm, 
and that the only interest the public 
has in it is the right of way. Ifa 
farmer should construct a fence that 
would interfere with this’ right of 
way, he would no doubt be liable for 
any damages that might ensue, but if 
a road is sixty-six feet wide, as qoun- 
try roads' usually are, and the farmers 
on each side of the road were to put 
in their fences three feet, there would 
still be sixty feet passage way, which 
is ample for the public and a good 
deal more than is necessary. 

We think one of the mistakes in 
the western country is in allowing 
more than forty feet for a roadway. 
It is a waste of land and frequently 
a waste of labor in constructing the 
road, and with no advantage except 
in spots. 





COUNTRY INSECTS AND COUNTRY 
DISEASES. 


Two of the prevailing diseases of 
the rural districts are typhoid tever 
and malaria. ‘lyphoid tever has al- 
most disappeared trom cities that have 
a supply ol uncontaminated water and 
have a first-class sewage system. It 
is essentially a filth disease and the 
medium of its distribution is largely 
flies. The reason why typhoid tever 
prevails so largely in towns and in 
country -places is because there is no 
method of disposing of night soil or 
human excrement and when the dis- 
ease is Once started it is liable to 
spread because of the contact of flies 
or the breeding of flies in privies and 
elsewhere and the carrying of the 
germs to the table. Another great 
source of distribution is the use oO. 
water contaminated by privy vaults. 

We speak thus plainly about it be- 
cause we have known of many Cases 
where valuable lives have been lost by 
what is termed the mysterious dispen- 
sation of Providence, but the loss of 
Which is entirely preventable by the 
use of uncontaminated water and by 
the thorough dlsintection of privy 
vaults, 


The Department of Agriculture has* 


issued Farmers’ Bulletin No. 155 on 
the subject “How Insects Affect Health 
in Rural Districts,” and we advise our 
readers to apply to the Secretary of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C., for 
this bulletin, which wiil be furnished 
free, and study it carefully. Mean- 
while our farmers’ wives would be ex- 
ceedingly thankful to the head of the 
house if he will see to it that there is 
no pile of horse manure left lying 
about the barn, which is the favorite 
breeding place of the common house 
fly, a single pound of horse manure 
being capable of producing 1,200 house 
flies in ten days, and if they will also 
see that the privy vault is treated to 
copperas or some other disinfectant 
every three or four days, and partic- 
ularly so if there should appear any- 
where in the neighborhood a case of 
typhoid fever. 

The bulletin also treats of the dis- 
tribution of malaria through certain 
forms of mosquitoes. The fact has 
been quite fully established during the 
last two or three years that not only 
malaria is distributed by mosquitoes 
but that the dreaded scourge of the 
semi-tropical countries, yellow fever, 
s exclusively spread by the means of 
a type of mosquito peculiar to that 
region. A man had a good deal bet- 
ter sleep in clothes removed from a 
person who had died of yellow fever 
than allow himself to be bitten by a 
yellow fever mosquito when yellow 
fever abounds. 

The bulletin gives cuts of the com- 
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mon mosquito breeding in rain bar- 
rels, which is entirely harmless except 
so far as the annoyance of the bite is 
concerned. It gives ample _illustra- 
tions of the malaria bearing mosquito 
and tells how these can be easily de- 
stroyed. The two species are quite 
distinct both in their form and in 
their egg clusters. There are thou- 
sands of useful lives lost every year 
from malaria and typhoid fever which 
could be saved if farmers generally 
understood the means by which these 
diseases are distributed. They are 
both country diseases and while ty- 
phoid fever originates usually from 
filth-defiled water, it is distributed 
from farm to farm mainly by flies. 
We are sure that our lady readers 
will co-operate with us in a warfare 
against flies, mosquitoes, typhoid ‘fever 
and malaria. Don’t wonder at “mys- 
terious Providence” or perhaps have 
your faith shaken in the goodness of 
God and His kindness toward His 
people unless you first use the means 
which are furnished by the higher in- 
telligence of today in warding off 
these dread diseases. If we would 
keep step with scientific discoveries 
and avail ourselves of them, we would 
have small use for doctors and men 
would die only of accident and old age. 





CLOVER SEEDING IN MISSOURI. 


A correspondent of Caldwell county, 
Missouri, makes the following sug- 
gestion with reference to growing 
clover in that country based on his 
experience: 

“My success in growing clover by 
sowing it with oats has never been 
satisfactory, but one bushel of early 
oats to the acre sometimes is a suc- 
cess. For example, this year I have 
a field of wheat sowed to clover in 
March and another field sown to 
clover with oats. I have a stand on 
both but the oats and wheat are so 
rank that I fear the clover will be 
smothered out. I have sown this year 
a field of oats stubble, one of corn 
stubble, and one of cane to clover and 
timothy, harrowing it in about the 
first of April at the rate of a bushel 
of clover to twelve or fourteen acres, 
and the same amount of timothy. |! 
have secured an excellent stand and 
am running over this seeding with 
the mower and giving the weeds a 
setback. From present appearances 
I will be able to mow a crop of clover 
in August and it will make a first- 
class pasture after the first of July.” 

During a recent trip through Mis- 
souri, we have been inquiring of Mis- 
souri farmers as to the best methods 
of seeding down. ‘They tell us that 
by sowing timothy in central Mis- 
souri in the fall on oat stubble and 
seeding to clover in the spring, they 
secure better results than in any other 
way. This, it will be observed, is in 
the line of the experience of our Cald- 
well correspondent.

THE COKN ROOT LOUSE. 

If any of our readers during the 
coming summer notice patches of corn 
in their fields that turn yellow and 
red and show lack of vigor, they may 
suspect the presence of the corn root 
louse. If they find in plowing the 
corn that there is a multitude of red 
or brown ants, they may be sure of 
it, and if they will examine the roots 
of the corn they will find them cov- 
ered with plant lice of the various 
forms of which we give an illustration 
in this issue. 


These plant lice have a curious his- |

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for as though they were jewels of 
the mint. 

How is the farmer to deal with a 
pest of this kind? Im three ways: 
First, rotation of crops. will 
good deal, although it will not pre- 
vent the winged forms from passing 
from field to field, nor will it prevent 
the ants from carrying them. Fall 
plowing, as deep as possible to dis- 
turb the ants, will do some good, and 
subsoiling do more, simply because 
it would break up more of the ants’ 
nests. Another method is clean cul- 
ture especially around the edges of 
sloughs or oésher wet places where 
smartweed naturally grows. In fact, 
keeping smartweed and all other 
weeds out of the corn field during 


the month of April is one of the best | 


preventives of an attack of the corn 


root louse.

tory. They cannot live without the 
red or brown ant. They are, in fact, 
their dairy cows and these ants take 
better care of their cows 
average farmer does of his and milk 
them quite as regularly. A close ob- 
server in an old corn field during the 
month of April might have noticed 
these ants bringing up a glossy, oval- 
shaped egg to the surface and pack- 
ing it away carefully at night to its 
chamber down below the frost line. 
In fact, they have gathered them dur- 
ing last fall and have taken as good 
care of them in the winter as the 
thrifty housewife would take of her 


plants. These eggs commence to 
hatch about the time the various 
smartweeds begin to grow in the 


spring of the year and the ants at 
once carry these lice and put them 
on the roots of the smartweed to pas- 
ture. Here the first crop is produced. 

As with most plant lice, this brood 
1s entirely female, producing the 
young alive, not laying eggs but giving 
birth to live young. About the time 
the corn is planted this second gen- 
eration begins to appear and the ants 
carry them and put them on the young 
corn roots, burrowing around the roots 
of the corn so as to lay them bare, 


‘and carrying them from plant to plant. 


A close observer will find these ants 
tickling the lice with their antennae, 
or feelers, and the lice giving off the 
milk, or, more properly, the honey- 
dew on which the ants feed. This 
milk is secreted in a little teat 
placed about the same relative po- 
sition that the wise old hen carries 
her grease bag. 

A brood develops about every elev- 
en days during the summer with no 


male amongst them. There are 
twelve generations of females ail 
produced alive without a male. About 


the middle of September a brood of 
wingless lice occurs in which there 
are both males and females. These 
lay eggs and it is these eggs that 
are carried down to their winter 
quarters by the little ants and cared

Crop Prospects. 


We are now in the critical stage of 
the crop year. The soil is full of 
water; the weather cool and showery. 
Wheat and oats need dry and cool 
weather; corn and sorghum need 
dry and hot weather. It is difficult 
to see how the weather could be ar- 
ranged to suit the requirements of 
both classes of crops. If dry and hot 
weather follows in the next ten days, 
wheat and oats will rust; if dry and 
cool weather follows, the corn will 
not make the proper growth in order 
to secure maturity should early frost, 
which is probable under present con- 
ditions, occur. So far (June 30th) 
there is no sign of any break in the 
somewhat abnormal conditions that 
give us wet and cool weather. The 
condition, therefore, is a critical one 
and farmers should so regard it. 

This condition applies to Iowa more 
directly than to any other state. It 
is in the very center of the wet, cool 
weather area. 
hot weather south of us; there is 
warmer weather and seasonable rain- 
fall east and west of us. There is 
no telling what Iowa can do with 
suitable weather conditions. There is 
no need for any panicky feeling. We 
will have enough and to spare, but it 
is not at all probable that we shall 
have a first-class grain crop and a 
first-class corn crop this year. If 
these conditions were general, that 
is, if they prevailed over the entire 
Mississippi valley, there would be 
need of alarm not merely among farm- 
ers but over the entire nation, for a 
failure of crops, or even a material 
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shortage, means beyond all question 
a period of depression in trade and a 
check to the phenomenal prosperity 
which we have enjoyed during the 
last three or four years. Fortunately, 
this is not likely, and yet if the condi- 
tion should be sufficiently serious to 
check the spirit of speculation which 
is rife over all the country, it would 
not be a bad thing. It is a good 
thing that the Lord of the weather has 
a firm grip on us and can caution us 
to go slow and do a little earnest 
thinking. 





Second Crops. 

We are still having numerous letters 
from farmers who wish to grow a 
crop of forage on rye, winter wheat 
or barley land and also from those 
whose corn has been drowned out by 
the wet weather. It will be quite pos- 
sible to grow a second crop of cane or 
Pride of the North corn i: planted by 
the 10th of July on uplands. There is 
no time, however, to be lost. Clear 
off the shock row, disk it, and plant, 
then shock this row, disk the rest 
of the field and plant, and take your 
time to stacking the grain. 

We have quite a number of letters 
asking if they can grow a crop of 
millet on these lands. We do not be- 
lieve it is safe to undertake to grow 
millet to be mowed for hay or grown 
for seed. It is, however, possible 
where these fields can be pastured to 
grow an excellent crop of fall pas- 
ture by sowing millet right away. 
There will be no trouble about grow- 
ing the millet. The difficulty will be 
in curing it in the shorter and cooler 
days which will come by the time it 
is fit to cut it for hay or for seed. 

We would doubt very much whether 
corn or cane can be grown success- 
fully on the bottom lands where there 
is a possibility of an early frost. In 
the latitude of Des Moines, cane can 
be grown quite successfully planted as 
late as the 10th or even the 15th of 
July. Farther south there would be 
less danger; farther north more. Our 
readers must judge for themselves. 





The lowa Yearbook. 


In our issue of June 20th, in a no- 
tice of the Iowa Yearbook, we told 
our readers they had better apply at 
once. Applications have poured in 
so thick both to this office and to the 
office of the Secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculture that the supply 
on hand has been entirely exhausted 
and many who have applied within 
the last week will be disappointed.

Notes From Indiana. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 


This section of Indiana has been 
blessed with an abundance of rain 
since early May, though up to that 
time it had been very dry since the 
April before. Up to the time that our 
rains set in wé were short on rainfall 
about twelve inches. The drouth up 
to early May was thought to have 
seriously damaged the hay crop, but 
the rains have brought it out so that 
now it promises to be the heaviest for 
years. We never had a better pros- 
pect for corn, oats and sorghum. 
Wheat will be only half a crop in this 
section, though in several adjoining 
counties that I have visited lately it 
is good, and will make twenty to 
thirty bushels per acre. Millet, cow- 
peas, sOy beans and rape look well, 
as do the pastures. Hogs were never 
so scarce as now. There are almost 
no hogs or cattle in the feed lots, 
nor will there be soon as they are 
scarcer than ever before. Rather than 
pay the price asked for stock hogs, 
and run the risk of a fall in prices 
(no risk as prices now are) I sold 
a thousand bushels of corn at seventy- 


five cents. This is a big price. and 
‘ o-enp again for years. While 
this is not so good a farming coun- 


try as is the most of Iowa, yet we have 
never had a total failure in crops; in 
fact we never had a total failure of 
any crop but once, and that was the 
wheat crop two years ago, when it was 
destroyed by the fly. 

The labor problem is getting to be 
a very serious one here. The men 
and boys that used to be available, 
are now nearly all at work in the 
mills, factories and mines, or on the 
public works. With labor scarce, in- 
efficient, high priced and hard to get, 
I am not one who looks forward with 
much pleasure to the acquisition of 
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world markets for our manufactures 
In other words, I fail to see much 
cause for rejoicing over our conquest 
of the industrial fields of distant na. 
tions, especially as it will require the 
building and running of sone factor- 
ies, which will absorb more an ad still 
more of the labor that we so gre atly 
need on our farms. As it is not one 
farmer in ten employs as muc! labor 
as he needs to do his work. Its jj gh 
price and inefficiency goad him on to 
do more himself, and this fact of go 
much hard labor, even with al] his 
labor saving devices, is what is driy. 
ing his Own boys to the towns and 
cities. Looking at it from the st: and- 
point of the almighty dollar, our 
strife for a foreign market js bad 
enough, but when life is 
strenuous on the farm, that the for 
eigner may buy his goods cheaper 
than they are sold right here at home 
I think it time to call a halt.

Qur correspondent had better com- 
mence feeding the old corn to his 
cattle about the first of August. By 
so doing he should have his cattle in 
good condition for the December mar- 
ket which is usually a most profitable 
time to market beef cattle. The 
writer would advise feeding about 
eight pounds of corn per day and 
to increase the feed very gradually 
until they are on full feed. By so 
doing better and more _ economical 
gains will be made. The present high 
prices will have a tendency to clean 
out most of the cattle that are any- 
where near ready for market, thus 
the prospects are favorable for a 
strong December market. 

Cotton seed meal has proven to be 
an excellent food for a quick finish, 
but in our recent experiment on the 
Cook farm at Odebolt we experienced 


difficulty when feeding cotton seed 
meal in conjunction with corn and 
cob meal. The cattle for some reason 


were very suddenly affected, some of 
them dying, and the trouble proved 
to be so serious that we had to mar- 
ket the entire lot in order to avoid 
serious financial loss. Whether the 
trouble in question was due to feed- 
ing cotton seed meal in. conjunction 
with corn and cob meal, we are not 
prepared to say. Ten other lots of 
cattle, fed on the same roughage and 
corn and cob meal out of the same 
bin showed no symptoms of the trou- 
ble whatever. In justice to cotton 
seen meal the writer would say that it 
has been and is being fed in large 
quantities by many feeders through- 
out the state, who have never experi- 
enced any difficulty. In the Odebolt 
cattle feeding contest both gluten 
meal and Buffalo gluten feed gave ex- 
cellent results when fed in conjunc- 
tion with corn and corn cob meal 
for a quick finish. 

The price of cotton seed meal var- 
ies, depending on freight, etc. Alt 
Odebolt in February it was quoted at 
$28.00 per ton. Gluten meal and Buf- 
falo gluten, according to the most re- 
cent quotations from Chicago can be 
purchased for $26.00 and $21.00 per 
ton respectively, freight prepaid to 
Ames, Iowa.

Wireworms. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

Replying to your Perry, Iowa, cor- 
respondent on the subject of wire- 
worms, I give my experience with an 
infested field twenty years ago. | 
first tried to kill them by seeding 
to grass but when I broke it up there 
were more wireworms than ever. I 
was recommended to sow the field 
to early turnips after the 4th of July. 
I did so on the 10th, had a good 
Stand, and found late in the fall that 
the turnips were full of worms which, 
however, did not check their growth. 
I did not gather them in but let them 
freeze in the ground and I have never 
been troubled with wireworms on that 
field since. I took twelve of the worms 
from the turnips, put them in a 
box of dirt and buried the box. The 
next June on opening it I found a 
large quantity of small worms. They 
did not seem to spread out over the 
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farm but confined themselves to in- 
fested spots.

Notes from Johnson County. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

This is the longest day of the year 
and with the mercury in the forty’s 
the last three mornings it seems 
pretty cool for vegetation, but with 
the excessive moisture and _ cool 
weather crops look well. The past 
week has been dry overhead. Work 
in the corn fields has been rapidly 
pushed and nearly all the corn has 
been gone over again. It is making 
a substantial growth and a large part 
of it will need to be finished this 
month. 


I have not seen a piece of clover 
this year. The old timothy fields are 
looking well, but the new meadows 
are pretty weedy. I have one piece 
that was seeded last year. It was 
about half a stand and I sowed more 
seed on it last spring. There was 
moisture enough to start it nicely and 
the chance was good for a fair crop 
of hay, but later on the excessive 
moisture hurried the weed growth so 
that there is little timothy to be seen 
and the last spring sowing is faring 
badly in the shade. The field should 
be mowed at once for the benefit of 
it, but I had thought of letting it 
stand till the timothy seed would 
grow, then mow and gather up the 
best of it for feed. At any rate there 
will be very little income from that 
field this year. 


Last week one morning when I 
brought in the horses from the pas- 
ture one of them came in lame in the 
fore ankle and he was released from 
work three days. The horse is twen- 
ty-nine years old. I have owned him 
nearly twenty-two years and during 
all that time he was always ready for 
the harness, and this is the first time 
through any inability of his own that 
he has been released from work. Has 
anyone a horse with a better record? 


The potato fields are just simply 
immense, about twice the usual 
growth of vines, and varieties that 


were thought to be non-bloomers are 
now well blossomed out. 

Small grain is a heavy stand and 
a leafy growth and stands up well, 
considering the storms it has enccun- 
tered.

The writer 
noted at 
several points that 
(Kumex Acetorella) had made its ap- 
pearance. This plant is not native, 
but is one of the pests imported from 
Europe. 

While it does not seriously inter- 
cultivated crops it is fatal 
to srass land, eventually taking com- 
plete possession to the exclusion of 
grass. It is from 6 to 12 inches high 
and the seed vericles give it in spring 
a light reddish brown appearance which 
later in the summer changes to a 
deep iron rust brown. It usuaily oc- 
cus at first in small patches which 
spread rapidly by means of both roots 
and seed. Once firmly established it is 
an exceedingly difficult matter to 
eradicate it. 

The writer has had some experience 
with it and desires to impress upon 
the farmer the fact that in this case 
the ounce of prevention is worth many 
poends of cure. When it first appears 
and is still confined to comparatively 
small patches, give it a liberal dress- 
ing of common salt; old salt from the 
packing houses will do. The salt kills 
the grass too, in case there 1s any 
srucs leit, bat that is soon restored 
and the ground is not injured. It the 
farmer is watchful a few handfuls of 
salt will often rid him of this pest, 
while if negligent he will certainly lose 
nis pastures.

TRAVELING MAN. 


Bunches on Colt. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

A subscriber writes: 

“My colt coming three years old has 
soft bunches on both sides of his hind 
leg on the fetlock just above the past- 
ern joint. He was worked some last 
year, but not much yet this year. He 
has stood on a board floor all winter. 
What will cure him?” 

It is likely that the bunches will! 
disappear from the leg of the colt in 
question without any treatment pro- 
vided they are small. Sometimes if 
the leg is weak these bunches will 
continue to get larger and larger. They 
are then very difficult and even impos- 
sible to cure and require severe blister- 
ing or firing. If they are small and 
do not tend to increase in size it would 
probably be sufficient to run on a 
Derby bandage while the colt is stand- 
ing in the stable, changing it morning 
and evening.

Notes From Cedar Hill Farm. 
To WALLACES’ FARMEB: 


Last week a delegation of nine 
Des Moines county dairymen and 
farmers visited our farm to study our 
system of soil crops, silos, barn con- 
struction, and machinery. They learned 
more in the day’s visit and personal 
inspection than they could by any 
amount of correspondence, and I was 
well pleased to make their acquaint- 
ance. One of the gentlemen, who is 
on a rented farm, will build a silo 
aiter my plan that I recommend to 
men who rent and have to furnish 
their own silo if they have one. My 


plan in such cases is to buy the 2x4’s 
only. Level off the place where silo 
is to stand. In spiking 2x4’s together, 
spike six or eight, then omit one, 


fastening the joint thus skipped to 
the other 2x4’s with some barrel 
staves. This is to hold them together 
till silo is completed. By omitting to 
spike these sections, oue has a silo 
that can be taken down quickly and 
it will be in sections that can be set 
up again very easily. No roof is 
necessary, only 2x4’s and hoops. 

Such a silo will cost very little. One 
16x30 feet will cost about $35. Three- 
fourths of a keg of 40d wire spikes 
will more than spike the silo togther. 
The ensilage in such a silo will be 
just as good as from silos that cost 
$350 to $400 for the material. I am 
writing from actual experience, have 
used such silos and seen others used. 


While we have grass to burn, we at 
the same time have ample provision 
made for that dry spell that always 
does come some time during the sum- 
mer. Our pea and oat crop is im- 
mense. The peas are now over two 
feet high and we could soil them 
from now if necessary. A Fort Madi- 
son, Iowa, dairyman who was here 
last week informed me he was short 
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or pastures and would put his oat 
crop in the silo for his summer feed. 
He is to report the results of this en- 
silage to me, and I will give it to the 
Farmer readers. I do not think it will 
be a very satisfactory feed but will 
be better than dry feed. 

May 15th we turned twenty year~ 
ling heifers on a three acre rape field 
together with eighteen large shoats 
and hogs. Today, June 9th, this field 
shows that it is growing away from 
the stock. The stock is doing splen- 
didly and there is no doubt that the 
feed will last them right through the 
season. This three-acre field is a 
rough feed lot and would be worth- 
less for any other crop, but at the same 
time it now returns as much value 
as any like amount of land on the 
farm. 





We finished planting corn and sor- 
ghum May 30th and on the second 


day of June the surface cultivators 
were started, three of them. The 
farm manager, herd manager, and 


swine foreman were behind these tools 
doing their eight acres each per day, 
while your correspondent was one-half 
day behind with a two-horse Hallock 
weeder, putting the land in fine con- 
dition for second plowing and killing 
weeds in rows—our crop is drilled.

Moving Wire Fence. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

I have moved hundreds of rods of 
barbed wire fence in the following 
manner. I take the wires off the posts 
for say one hundred rods at a time. 
Suppose We were moving it eighty 
rods from where the old fence stood, 
square to either side. I hitch a horse 
to one end of a wire and turn the 
horse enough to strike about the cen- 
ter of the new fence. Turn around a 
crowbar, or any round iron with a 
man to hold same, and drive direct 
along fence. Do the same with the 
other end. When on account of timber 
this is impossible, the proper way is to 
roll it up on an old barrel or some- 
thing of the sort. 

In regard to moving fence with the 
wires fastened to posts, I have found 
it impossible. In moving short pieces, 
as stated above, where it is easily 
handled two men are required. This 
is the only way I have found to move 
barb wire to advantage, except rolling 
on barrels and this is pretty slow 
work.

An lowa subscriber writes: 

“Can you or any of your subscribers 
give me a sure cure for chicken chol- 
era, as our chickens die right along, 
no matter what we feed them. Also 
our turkeys every year. When we get 
them nearly ready for market they be- 
gin to die and we sometimes lose half 
of them. The droppings are quite 
thin and yellow.”

cleaning hen houses thoroughly, re- 
moving neglected droppings and all 
stagnant water. When a flock is af- 


fected remove all sick birds, and give 
a tonic to the flock. Any stimulant is 
good at this time, and especially a 
dose of coal oil. This is best given by 
soaking a feed of corn or wheat in 
it for a few hours. Give three times 
a week until flock seems out of dan- 
ger. tive carbolic acid in drinking 
water in the proportion of a teaspoon 
to a gallon. 

It is possible that the yards of our 
reader have not been plowed for some 
time and the ground is thoroughly 
foul. The best thing he can do is to 
grow a crop on it this summer. A 
crop of any kind is the best means of 
drawing poison from the land. 


The Growing Flock. 


So long as food is plenty and cheap 


one scarcely misses what the chicks 
eat, but when the granary is empty, 
and all food fed must be bought he 
is apt to dole it out with a stingy 
hand, thinking chicks can pick up 
enough about the place to supply 
any shortage. This is where many 


make a mistake. There is any amount 


of complaining this year about the ex- 


cessive death rate among. growing 
stock: in one flock chicks fully 


feathered are dying like flies, and for 
no perceptible reason. It would be 
impossible to state where the trouble 
lies, but probably it is due to over- 
crowding and lack of animal food. It 
is a fact that worms and bugs are 
not so plentiful this year usual 
and chicks are suffering the loss. The 
naked chick that is so long in feather- 
ing is a delegate from the flock to 
say that they need more animai food. 

Plentiful feeding now will tell in 
early egg yield next fall, in increased 


as 





growth and in immunity from colds 
and roup. The price of early chicks 
has been good. Butchers have paid 
20 cents per pound since the frozen 
stuff was exhausted and could have 
handled twice the number at that 
price. The farmer who lumped his 
chicks at 25 cents a piece made a 
mistake. A quarter has for long been 
the accepted price for a young fry 
but with the present prices of grain 


and the cost of beef, the poultry busi- 


ness has received a modest boom.

Twig Blight. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

Two correspondents, 
ger, lowa, and the other of Kanawha, 
lowa, write us with reference to a 
disease which one of them describes 
as follows: 

“What is the matter with my 
apple trees? The limbs start to die 
at the tips and die back as far as this 
year’s growth? They are perfectly 


one of Gran- 


sound as far as I can see and have 
never been bothered with borers. Is 
there any remedy for it?” 

The other writes: 

“IT have several apple trees which 
seem to be dying and I send you 
samples. Please tell me what is the 
matter with them.” 

The twig sent contained bacillus 
amalovorus or micrococcus amyovor- 
us as it is called. This disease is 
known as fire blight, twig blight, 
body blight and other names given to 
it from the peculiar manner in which 
the part of the tree affected dies. 
Prof. T. J. Burrill was the first to dis- 
cover the micro-organism, something 
like twenty vears ago. He with Prot. 
Arthur and others have carried on 
experiments in raising the bacillus in 
pure cultures and inoculating trees 
with it and the results were that the 
disease followed the inoculation. No 
remedy is yet known that will pre- 
vent or cure the disease All that 
can be done to prevent it is by sani- 
tary treatment, keeping the orchard 
as free as possible from infection by 
‘utting out and burning all diseased 
wood whenever noticed. The disease 
is carried over from year to year in 
the orchard by diseased wood re- 
maining in_ it If a remedy was 
known it would be difficult to apply 
it to the source of infection. Just 
how the germs are distributed over 
the orchard is not fully known. It 
is attributed to insects, the wind and 
other agencies. They find lodgment 
in the new growth of the twigs, or 
blossoms of the fruit spurs on the 
older wood. Whether they enter 
through the stomata, or in punctures 
made by insects, has not been dem- 
onstrated, but possibly by _ both. 
When the micro-organism finds lodg- 
ment within the twig, it lives in the 
sap, multiples rapidly, produces fer- 
mentation, and the twig dies for 


want of nourishment. 

Any condition which produces a 
succulent growth in the trees seems 
favorable for the blight. The warm 
wet weather has caused quite an out- 


break of the disease. 
lodgment in the tree several weeks 
before it is noticed, just how long 
has not been definitely determined, 
possibly the length of time will vary 
with the temperature. The disease 
is more destructive to the pear than 
the apple. It also attacks other trees 
of the Rose family. Whether it is 
the same species or others closely 
allied to it is still open for further 
investigation.

WALLACES’ FARMER. 


The Best All Round Potato. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: 
What is the. best potato to plant, 


is asked in one of your latest issues. 
In general, the answer would be, 


the potato which best suits the market 
and this, at least at the 
means the variety known 


requirements, 
present time, 


as Sir Walter Raleigh. To suit the 
market means to suit the greatest 
number of consumers, and the con- 


sumer’s preference for a certain po- 
tato is in nearly all cases based upon 
economical reasons. As potatoes are 
prepared ior the tabie, there 1s us- 
uaily a large amount of waste. In 
year book of the Department of Ag- 
riculture for 1900, C. 1. Langworthy 
states fin this regard: “Just how 
much this loss of the edible portions 
ot potatoes will average in ordinary 
households no can can say exactly. 


In the tables of analyses published 
in late bulletins of this department, 
the amount of refuse and edible por- 


tion rejected has been estimatea at 
20 per cent of the whole and the edi- 
ble portion left as 80 per cent. Doubt- 
less, in many cases tke rejected por- 
tion is very much larger. The loss 
of actual nutriment of the potato by 
the rejection of so much of the edible 
portion with the skin is a much more 
:mportant matter trom the standpoint 
i nutritive economy than people gen- 
erally realize.” Further on he shows 
that the loss in proteids alone in a 
bushel of potatoes peeled and soaked 
in cold water betore boiling is equai 
to one-fourth of the amount present 
and would be equivalent to the albu- 
men in a pound of sirloin steak. 

It is evident therefore that the aver- 
age consumer will give preference to 
a potato which is subject to the least 
amount of waste, and it is natural that 
the grower will give preference to a 
potato giving the largest yield of tub- 
ers of merchantable size. the Sir 
Walter Raleigh answers both require- 
ments. 

A potato with deep sunken 
knobby, ill shaped, hollow, or even one 
which is pointed at one or both ends, 
would naturally be subject to a great 
deal of waste. The Sir Walter Raleigh 
a seedling of Rural New Yorker, a

Raleigh variety grown here 
exceeded two pounds each, 
not one hollow specimen 
Out of fourteen of the leading varie- 
ties tested here, they yielded the most

lowing, while they also yielded the 
least tubers of small unmerchantabie 
size. They grow perfectly smooth, 
with eyes close to the surface and 
open. The flesh is white, fine grained, 
fairly dry and quite floury. In shape 
they resemble Carman No. 3, slightly 


more flattened, but considerably more 
even, coming nearest to the desirable 
Shape which may be best described as 
that of an ordinary cake of laundry 
soap. As .a late potato, it ripens 
somewhat earlier than either Dela- 
ware or Carman No. 3, and no other 
leading variety superior to it in 
quality except the Pingree, which is 
one of the earliest varieties and con- 
sequently yields less.

I have for three years raised the so- 
called Harvest King variety of potato. 
but I did not get them from a seeds- 


man. They are a large, long, white 
variety. Tue 1900 crop yielded 900 
bushels from four acres in a good 
season. The 1901 crop produced 300 
bushels from two acres, season not so 
good, but they withstood the drouth 


and the late rains started a vigorous 
growth but the frost killed them be- 


fore ripe. The potatoes were not as 
mealy as other years. The keeping 
quality is all right, even this year 


when not one rotted out of 200 bushels. 
Have had customers now for three 
years that preferred them to the so- 
called Freeman variety as the Har- 
vest King is more mealy and nicer and 
more even in size. We had potatoes 
of the 1900 crop solid and sound in 
July of 1901. I plant the last of May 
or first of June and generally have no 
bugs to bother, but last year after 
late rains used Paris green twice. 
The Rural New Yorker No. 2 is 
another very good variety. It is nice 
shaped, not as deep eyed, a very good 
yielder, good keeper, boils dry and 
mealy. I thirk no one will miss it 
by giving either or both of these a 
trial. I would be glad to try any

Sheep have been marketed from the Idaho 


and Washington ranges with considerabl 
freedom, and some common flocks’ have 
been shipped from Montana, including big 
bunches adapted to the requirements of 
feeders Prices have suffered a big tum 
ble all along the line, and lambs have 
shared in the decline, native sheep also 
ruling lower. Native sheep have been in 
relatively small supply much of the time, 
but spring lambs and clipped lambs were 
marketed in extremely large numbers and 


sold much lower, prime spring lambs ex 
cepted, the best being in good demand for 
the Fourth of July trade. Thus far the 
demand for range sheep for shipment back 
to the country for feeding purposes has 
shown only moderate animation, but some 


large brnches have fourd purchasers at 
low prices. There was a sale the other 
day of a flock of about 200 head of 
Montana range feeding wethers averaging 








around 95 pounds at $3, and other feed 
ers sold as low as $2.80. The poor ex 
port demand for heavy ewes has made a 
bad market for such offerings, and they 
are selling very low. Range sheep and 
yearlings sell at $2.75 to S4. and native 
sheep are selling at $2 to $5, with year 
lings at the top, and choice ewes selling 
at $3.50, Spring lambs gre selling at &3 
to $7. 

Horses have been sent to market in 


large numbers for the summer s¢ ason, and 


the demand has continued as good as is 
usual in the month of June, prices ruling 
firm for choice animals, which were not 
offered at all freely. Many of the horses 
marketed graded poorly, and too many of 
them were thin from hard farm work. 
There was a good demand for heavy 
drafters to ship to New York and New

England, and some prime horses brought 
$200 to $245 per head, the lower grades 
selling at $115 to $150. Expressers have 
had a very fair sale at $120 to $165, and 
Boston chunks brought $100) «to —=6 $140, 
while drivers were wanted at $75 to $300, 
with not many offered that were prime 
enough to sell above $200. Feeders were 
in large request at $150 to $200 to ship to 
Ohio and Pennsylvania, but there were 
not nearly enough to satisfy the demand. 
Range horses are marketed sparingly, and 


these horses will soon be a thing of the 
past. Everywhere the ranechmen are de 
voting their attention to cattle and letting 


the horses shift for themselves. 

There has been quite active trading in 
the grain markets of late, both wheat and 
corn attracting marked attention from 
speculators, and _ prices have fluctuated 
more than usual. Corn is largely con- 
trolled by a wealthy bull syndicate, and 
the.speculators who have ventured to go 
“short”’ of that grain have been 
“squeezed” several times. It is always a 


risky matter selling property one does not 
own, and in this instance it is extra 
hazardous selling corn for future delivery 
that other people happen to own, The 
wheat situation is somewhat mixed, the 
supplies of old wheat being light, while 
the new crop promises well on the whole. 
although there have been many reports of 
disappointing threshing returns from 
Oklahoma and Kansas. Not much new 
wheat is offered as yet, and Minneapolis 
millers have been sending to Kansas City 
for fresh supplies to make into flour. 
Northwestern wheat stocks are  qnite 
limited, and as soon as new grain is of. 
fered freely ihere will be no lack of buy- 
Late cash sales were made of No. 2 
wheat around 73% cents a bushel, with 
corn selling at 70 cents. 
Eggs are being marketed 
there are ready sales at 14 to 16 cents a 
dozen, Rutter is aetive at 18 to 21% 
cents a pound for creamery and 18 to 19% 
eents for dairy.

To 
prevent this, mix 20 pounds sifted coal 
ashes, 4 pounds common salt, and one 
pound superphosphate of lime Put this 
in a trough where the pigs can get at it 
They will lick it with evident relish. The 
eause of the tronble is lack of the proper 
mineral matter in the food the animal is 
fed on. The above will assist in supply 
ing the want.

There are some peo- 
ple who live to eat, while others eat to 
live and I want to be classified among 
the latter. It is the plain food. not 
the fancy dishes that give health, 
strength, clear complexions, good di- 
gestion and happiness. I try as much 
as possible to prepare foods which are 
plain, good and wholesome. We have 
pies seldom, not oftener than once a 
week. Instead of pies we have pud- 
dings or fruit, for dessert. The fruit 
we have most is dried peaches, prunes 
or wild plums and of the last named 
we put up a generous supply last fall.. 
I pit them, then sweeten, boil a few 
minutes, then remove from stove and 
let cool before preserving. It makes a 
very appetizing dish in spring. Last 
year we raised some wheat and we 
had some of it ground into graham 
flour, which supplied our table with a 


wholesome breakfast food all the 
year round. Graham mush _ well 
cooked, with plenty of nice cream 


(such as only we farmers can have) 
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and sugar, makes a very whol 
food for young or old.

“IT have 100 pigs, 80 of them Chester 
Whites, the balance Poland-Chinas. 
The white pigs are not doing well. 
They have a crust all over their bod- 
ies, have and their tails are 
cracked open. I do not know what to 
do with them. Some people tell me 
it is because I bed them with straw. 
Let me know through the Farmer 
what I can do for them. I feed 
soaked corn and shorts for slop ana 
clover and timothy for pasture.” 

Similar complaints come to us from 
Illinois where both white and black 
pigs are affected. The remedy is a 
simple one. The hogs have mange of 
some kind and require to be treated 
precisely as sheep affected with scab. 
Every farmer should have a dipping 
tank filled with some kind of dip 
through wihch he should run _ his 
hogs at least one a month. BEither 
Moore’s dip or Zenoleum, both of 
which are advertised in the Farmer. 
will serve the purpose Remember 
that hogs need to be kept clean; that 
they are liable to skin diseases as 
well as lice. We do not believe there 
is any better investment than a dip- 
ping tank and no farm is complete 
without one.

Hogs Blistered on Rape. 


We have received several letters 
from different parts of the country 
within the last few days, of which 


we print the following from Mr. J. 
H. Mentzel, of Buchanan county, Iowa. 
as an example because it defines the 
Symptoms more explicitly than any 
of the others: 

“I have sown a small field to rape 
on which to turn spring pigs when 
I weaned them. About two weeks 
ago I turned in some and they had 
only been in a few days when their 
ears and sides began to blister and 
get scabby. At other times I turned 
in more pigs, but they would be in 
only a few days when they would 
blister, and one pig lost both ears. 
A few days ago I took all off the rape 
and no more have blistered since 
then. They seemed to be all right 
when I turned them in. I thought it 
was caused by running through the 
rape when it was wet in the morn 
ing and after a rain. I would like 
to have your opinion and also of any 
of your subscribers who have had 
any similar experience.” 

The above represents an experience 
altogether new until this year and we 
can not help but think it is due al- 
together to pasturing when the rape 
is wet and the sun hot We have 
however. referred it to Professor 
Repp, of the Iowa Agricultural Col- 
lege. whose answer will be published 
in due time. In the meantime we

Paralysis in Brood Sows. 


An Iowa subscriber writes: 
“A few weeks after my sows far- 
row they will get down and can not 


get up. If we endeavor to help them, 
they squeal as if in pain. They will 
probably recover a month or six weeks 


after their pigs are taken away. Can 
you tell me through the columns of 
the Farmer what the disease is and 


what can be done for it?” 

It is no doubt what is called break- 
ing down or paralysis, usually occur- 
but occasionally in 
shoats. It is generally supposed to 
the result of kidney worms, but 
Peters of Nebraska, who has given 
this subject a great deal of attention 
and held hundreds of post martems, 
writes us that he has never yet found 
kidney worms in the animals’ so 
affected and, cn the other hand, calls 
attention to the tact that in the pack- 
ing houses it has been found that ap- 
parently sound hogs liave diseased kid- 
neys. The seat of the trouble, accord- 
ing to Dr. Peters, is in the nerves of 
the spinal column. Personally, we be- 
lieve that the cause of it is improper 
teeding; that is, feeding on a ration 
ceficient in flesh formers: in other 
words, too much curn and too little 
vats. 

Relicf can be given in many cases 
by rubbing over the back and loins 
with a powerful liniment. Some twen- 
ty vears ago, we had a very fine thor- 
oughbred sow that was paralyzed 
while suckling a fine litter of pigs. We 
thought of killing her, but the hired 
hand asked us to give her to him. 
which we did. He spent a good deal 
of time applying a powerful liniment 
to the back and loins and after the 
pigs were weaned she recovered and 
produced another litter afterwards, 
then was fattened and sold. 

Dr. Peters, to whom we su»mitted 
the above case, writes as follows: 

‘The operation we recommend is to 
produce active inflammation by us- 
ing the actual cautery. To produce 
this cauterization, take some baling 
wire, about eight inches long, and 
taper this at one end. Cut about 
eight wires of this length; secure your 
animal away from the buildings and 
build 2 small fire; place the wires 
therein, and when they are at a white 
heat secure them with pincers and 
insert them through the fat, down to 
the lumbar muscle, making eight 
punctures on each side of the spinal 
column. Be sure to penetrate the fat 
so as to reach the muscular tissue.

Protein or Flesh Forming Food for 
Dairy Cows. 

The high prices of farm products, 
the fuil occupation of labor, and the 
final passage of the oleomargarine 
bili render it highly probable, in fact 
certain, that there will be 
profits the dairy business 
for the next year or more to come 
provided the dairyman follows that 
business intelligently and on the 
most approved lines. 

fhe weak point with the creamery 
or the dairyman with whom 
largely incidental and 
connection with beef 
pork making is that he fails to 
provide sufficient tlesh forming feed 
his dairy cows. He fails to see 
distinction between the require- 
menis in the way of food for a beef 
cow or a hog in the pen and the 
dairy cow. In nine cases out of ten 
he teeds the dairy cow a= ration 
adapied to the beet steer and the 
hog on feed. In other words, he 
leeds a ration largely made up of car- 
vobhydrates and fat instead of a ra- 
lion rich in albuminoids or  flesn 
formers. Speaking broadly, the dairy 
requues the Same sort wi a 
sation that should be given to the 
growing pig, calf, colt, or lamb. We 
do not mean the same ration, but a 
ration similar in its balance. The 
pig, calf, and colt snould be fed for 
gain in flesh, not in fat, and the 
dairy cow should be fed the same 
way if not on the same combination 
ot reeds. Failure to teed in this way 
means shortage of milk, for milk is 
largely albuminous and fed fresh is 
nature’s balanced ration for the ani-

mal that requires the highest per- 
centage of tiesh forming material, 
and when farmers are feeding fo: 


milk they must necessarily put flesh 
forming material in their feed. 

The dairyman should grow his own 
fiesh formers. He can buy them in 
the shape of bran, gluten meal, oil 
meal, cotton seed meal, etc., but if 
he will he can grow them much 
cheaper than he can buy them. In 
growing feed for dairy cows one 
must lean over as much as possible 
the legumes in the country east 
of the Missouri, red clover and al- 
falfa where it can be grown; in the 
country west of the Missouri, alfalfa 
and red clover where it can be grown 
better than alfalfa; in the country 
south of the clover and alfalfa belt, 
whether east or west of the Missouri, 
he must depend on cowpeas and soy 
beans. All of these are rich in flesh 
forming material and besides enrich 
the land instead of impoverishing it 
and this is one reason why the dairy 
countries where dairying is properly 
understood are always rich countries 
because the land is kept perpetually 
rich by the growing of the kind of 
feed best adapted to the dairy cow. 
So much in general; now, as the 
preachers say, for the application. 

Where farmers are growing tim- 
othy and clover hay, they should 
keep the clover hay and the timothy 


Lo 


hay that has the most clover in it 
as food for their cows during the win- 
ter. Not a forkful of clover hay 
should be allowed to go to waste in 
this year of grace 1902, nor, in fact, 
in any other year. The first crop 
should be secured immediately; in 
fact, should have been secured last 
week and in the southern part of our 


territory one or two weeks before. 
Wet weather has been against curing 
it but no drying day should be al- 
lowed to pass without making an at- 
tempt to secure this crop in the best 
condition now attainable. 


In nine cases out of ten it will pay 
better to cut and cure the second 
crop of clover for hay instead of 
seed. We have ‘never thought it 
profitable to cut a crop of clover seed 
yielding less than two bushels per 
acre. This is above the average 


crop and a crop that will not yield 
more than this is worth more as hay 
to the dairy farmer, or to the farmer 
patronizes the creamery, than 
is worth for seed.

back if she has beef making capacity, 
or perhaps waste most of it. 

We speak of this now because we 
know from letters received from 
farmers all winter long that they are 
not feeding their cows sufficient 
flesh forming food to get proper re- 
turns and it is now time to prepare 
for next winter’s milking season and 
thus put money in their purses. The 
reason why their cows do so well in 
the month of June is not 30 much 
because of lack of excessive heat 
and the torment of flies, but because 
the June pastures furnish in them- 
selves a well balanced ration. Bal- 
ance the ration as well in winter as 
in summer and make it as succulent 
and you will get June butter, lacking 
perhaps June color, all the year 
around. The time to provide is now. 
Where dairy farmers have silos, they 
will have the succulence, and _ the 
time is not far distant when there 
will be a silo on every farm where 
twenty cows are milked for the 
creamery.
